1 . Attached Is a report from Mr. c. Cabot Briggs who was 
recruited by the Security Branch and later worked for SI In 
North Africa. In this report Mr. Briggs describes his work 
in organising agent chains and the coverage which tirey achieved 

In addition, Mr. Briggs discusses his relations with various 
French and U.S. agencies. 

2. Mr. Briggs makes the following recommendations concern- 
ing conditions In the field: 

a. expanding coverage in the field using two or three 
men in Algeria, one of the.se men to be "open.« 

b. setting up a financial and supply service. 

c. more care in providing for the families of agents. 

3. Mr. Briggs was apparently inconvenienced by not being 
paid for some tine. (In a covering memorandum Mr. Boulton 
notes that this was due to the delay in returning Mr. Briggs 
to this country.) 

4- Mr. Boulton's memorandua recommends that Mr. Brings 

he transferred to SI and returned to iltlers by the n., 
of May.

(a) Arrived at Algiers, 8 Daoember 1943, Waa briefed

On June iSilnd, 1944 I left Wnehlngton for Cairo, While welt- 
ing for trena^rnietlon at the Port of I^barkatlon, (18 daya) mj 
ordora had boon changed to Italy, Arrived there on July 10th, 1944, 
reporting at 03S HQt at Caaerta, After ten Daya Mr. Warner, Chief 
of MO, aant me over to Home. 1 atayed there 0 daye, after which I 
waa sent to MO-liarl, reporting to Oapt. P'leldlng, who aaalgned ne 
to fcho Hungarian cleek. 

My Job waa to keep oloaa llaiaon with PWD, Hungarian Section, 
and to attend the weekly rumor meetings, alao to aubmlt our own 
rumors to tl»e board. At thoae meetlnga the rumora were checked end 
cIlBCUBued individually, and the ones which paaeed the board war# 
sent to London for dlenemlnatlon. I do not know what Biethoda were 
uaed to get the rumora in to the reepeotlve countries, Howavar one 
thing was evident, the rumora hit the apot. The iluixgarlan nawa- 
papera were aoreaming their heads off, oa\itikonlng and threatening 
the population i\ot to listen to or bellewe In thoae rumora. It la 
my rirm belief tUftt rumora are one of the boat MO waai^ona ; it la 
ecay to got one started from u neutral ooui'»try or by agenta inalda 
In the enemy country and haa a very damaging effect on the aray 
and on the olvllllan population.

r«ntry aergaunt wid a vaterari ot fiva y«ari' flifrtlnf,, intalllgan4 •novel* 
to gather irJ'ormation but not Intalligent enough to maJt* a ooavlcoine 
doublo agent.

Rolohirann, 0-2 46 Div, he waa plohod up at the HQ of VC60O at Balna-lao- 
hairis and tranaportod blindfold to the touri at Padir.onll-aui-Bola, vh«r« 
ho wea oonflnod to one room. Duririg tho afternoon h* waa briefed by 
Sgt. Peter. Wall of tho 46 Dlv OB section to bring back mapa and doeuMCta 
Information on the projootod Gercan lino of defenae behind the 
Vourtho river ee well as Inoidental information on enemy unite and nlc*. 
fiolda, Tho operation was run in the evening from a point about 2 kaui 
South of St, Honolt with tho understanding that Kloinaohrot ahovld rejoin 
his unit, get tho uosirod infornvtlon and return within alx day*. For 
unknown reasons ha did not return, but it Is thought that he aay hare 
rejoined his unit and been transforrod with It to a rear area. It would 
be useful to ohook with tho War Department to detannlne srtiether he re- 
turned to another sector ol' the front and was again taken prieocer. 

In aplto of tho failure oi' this mission, thli method, if good re- 
cruits are found and proper security meaeurea are observed, should prove 
extremely useful in obtaining doovunentary and other inside taetieal and 
strategic Informatl n.

Early in the oampalgn 46 DIt 3SS waa obliged, aside froai theaa ef- 
forts to obtain infonsstion to render certain eenrlees to tke Otw O-I, 
Col. Relchmann, In order to ionvlnee hla of our uaeminass. asssisl 
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from tlio hBglnnirjf; » l*rgo p«rt of th* roiponilblllty lor with 

tlui Iritolllgnriod dlviilon of the FKI, k tnk which took • grwkt dowl of 
time and did not produce inuoh eoourate Inforrr.at ion. We were expeetod. 


from time to tlmo, to interrogate cieiliani, either at Interpretara or at 
oollaotore of intoHigenoe . The tiiajii Biombor aetignod to Die Ct woa often 
aaked to translate reports from Frerin)i to hnglith, atpeoially thoM fro* 
tho SR toeiii of Capt, Haga (known e» Cept Humbert), He aleo bore tho 
Lrunt of handling relations with Cupt HsgS and hit aidat, who war# auf^ 
posed to work through us but who soon began to work diraotly undar Die 
Ci-Z, in spite of the faot that they did not in most oasea speak Bngllah » 
0-2 reoeivad oopies of all 3R reports for the 7th Anriy front, many of 
which did not ai>ply to the Div saotor and were blown-up to aaam leora-B.*- 
iiientous than tl.ey actually were. Our Bian at Div CP, naTarthalaaa, ^wa 
exjieoted to tranalato all those reporta. 

In addition, tlio team was askod to supply FPI officers to th# units 
of the Div ao’«i to regimental la-vtl to act as olvlllar: Interrogstors and 
Intelligenoe operators, This was done by pr, Ballaguar, but the plskn 
worVad badly laecaurte Eng 1 1 sh- speuking KFI Bian oould not be found. After 
two weeks' duty tho KKl personnel was lot go and Dim G-l adopted the 
policy of picking up English-speaking Krenohmen to act as Interpretera 
and intelligenoe operators, after what saecied to ua to be an iDeafflaient 
eaourlty oheok. 

During the early days of the oaiiii-eiga 46 Die S3A perfenned aleost all 
of the servioes requested by DIt G-2, Aa the Army'a ooafldaeee I« our 
work inoreased, however, we were able to avoid aost euah d* tlea osi the 
ground that we w(»re understaffed and that thay Interfared with the .Meese* 


pllshmant of our main task. 
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
